CHAPTER 150.

AN ACT to provide for the disposal and expenditure of the drain-
age fund moneys in Shawanaw county.

The People of the State of Wisconsin, represented in
Senate and Assembly, do enact as follows :

Secrion 1. That portion of the interest of the drain- Drainage fund
age fund which is due the county of Shawanaw, for themoneys, how
